that officiala aro degraded who abuse. its 
provisions or inflict illegal punishments, 
and so on dnd go en. 

IN PRAISE OF TAL DOWAGER.- * 

{t then comes to tho Dowager Empress 
and avers that her ‘ grace ia like the sea '—~ 
perhaps in its cruel moods is meant—that 
‘the Dowager Empress’ ‘a Buddha, a 
really holy person.’
